ELECTED  CHAIRMAN  OF  MAA 

Professor  Carroll  G.  Killen, 
head  of  the  Mathematics  Depart- 
ment at  Northwestern,  was  elect- 
ed chairman  of  the  Louisiana- 
Mississippi  Section  of  the  Math- 
ematics Association  of  Amerca 
at  the  annual  meeting  held  in 
New  Orleans  on  February  21-22. 

Elected  to  serve  along  with  Mr. 
Killen  were  Rev.  T.  F.  Mulcrone, 
S.J.,  Loyola,  as  Louisiana  vice- 
chairman;  S.  R.  Knox,  Millsaps 
College,  Mississippi  vice-chair- 
man; and  T.  L.  Reynolds,  Mill- 
saps   College,   secretary-treasurer. 

The  meeting  attracted  some 
200  mathematicians  and  fea- 
tured presentation  of  papers, 
panel  discussions,  and  demonstra- 
tions dealing  with  the  develop- 
ments in  mathematics  and  mathe- 
matical education.  Major  discus- 
sion centered  on  the  need  for 
bold,  sweeping  changes  in  mathe- 
matical curriculums  for  students 
in  both  scientific  and  non-techni- 
cal fields. 

Mr.  Killen  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Mathematics  Department 
at  the  College  since  1924  and  has 
been  head  of  the  Department  for 
the  past   six   years.   Prior   to  his 


acceptance  of  his  position  at  N. 
S.  C,  Mr.  Killen  served  as  prin- 
cipal and  as  supervisor  in  the 
public  schools  of  Louisiana. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Mathe- 
matical Association  of  America 
and  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  Mathematics.  He  re- 
ceived his  bachelors'  degree  at 
Northwestern,  his  master's  de- 
gree at  Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity, and  has  done  considerable 
advanced  study  at  other  institu- 
tions. Mr.  Killen  will  be  the  pre- 
siding officer  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Louisiana-Mississippi  Sec- 
tion of  the  Mathematics  Associa- 
tion of  America  at  Biloxi,  Miss., 
next  year. 

He  is  the  father  of  four  chil- 
dren, all  of  whom  are  graduates 
of   N.S.C.

DEMONS    WIN    N.S.C.    RELAYS 

Coach  Walter  Ledet's  Demon 
track  and  field  team  made  a 
Horatio  Alger  finish  at  the  an- 
nual N.  S.  C.  Relays  to  gain  their 
sixth  consecutive  victory  in  that 
event. 

Trailing  through  the  early 
events  of  the  meet,  the  Demons 
moved  up  into  a  one-point  lead 
with  the  final  count  resting  upon 
the  outcome  of  the  discus,  the 
last  event  to  be  completed. 
Strangely  enough,  for  a  track 
meet,  most  of  the  spectators  re- 
mained in  the  stands  until  the 
results  of  the  discus  were  an- 
nounced. 

The  outcome  was  definitely  de- 
cided when  it  was  announced 
that  Keith  West  and  Bert  Heckel 
had  won  first  and  fourth  places, 
respectively.  The  final  scores 
were  Northwestern,  74  1/5  points; 
McNeese,  66  1/5;  Lamar  Tech  of 
Beaumont,  52;  Louisiana  Tech, 
49;  Northeast  State,  31  1/5; 
Southwestern,  20  7/10;  and 
Southeastern,  4. 

Seven  relay  marks  were  shat- 
tered during  the  afternoon.  Gar- 
fett,  Louisiana  Tech,  set  a  new 
record  in  the  100  Yd.  dash  of  9.6 
seconds;  Jim  Sturdivant,  Louisi- 
ana    Tech,     made     a     14.5     high 


hurdles  mark;  Lou  Liepens, 
Northwestern,  set  a  new  javelin 
record  at  203  ft.  11  inches;  M. 
B.  Childress,  Northwestern,  ran 
the  220  low  hurdles  in  23  flat; 
Bobby  Wicker,  Northwestern, 
went  6'  4"  in  the  high  jump; 
Jack  Frater,  McNeese  State, 
toured  the  two-mile  run  in  9: 
54.4;  and  McNeese  set  a  new  re- 
cord of  10:29.9  in  the  distance 
medley. 

Other  first-place  winners,  not 
record  breakers,  were  McNeese, 
880  relay;  Louisiana  Tech,  440  re- 
lay; Lamar  Tech,  mile  relay  and 
sprint  medley;  Ed  Boercher,  La- 
mar Tech,  shot  put;  Steve  Jordan, 
N.S.C,  broad  jump;  Robert  Far- 
rar,  N.S.C,  pole  vault;  and  Keith 
West,  N.S.C,  discus. 

The  Demons  were  particularly 
handicapped  when  a  dropped 
baton  in  the  440  relay  eliminated 
them.  Charlie  Henningan,  always 
a  point  maker,  saw  only  limited 
service  in  one  event  because  of 
an   injured  muscle. 

McNeese,  Louisiana  Tech  and 
Northeast  have  some  outstanding 
men  this  year  in  the  spots  where 
the  Demons  need  additional 
strength,  which  means  the  G.S.C. 
title  is  going  to  be  extremely 
difficult  for  the  Demons  to  re- 
tain.
